Twice in the past 30 days Dist^Atty. 
Jim Garrison has been roundly con- 
demned for tlie abuse of his public pow- 
er in -the pursuit of personal aims; first 
by the state Supreme Court in the mat- 
ter of attorney Bob Haik and most re- 
cently by the federal court in the matter 
cf Clay Shaw. . ' " 

And now Jlr. Garrison, with a dema- 
gogic shriek about federal intrusion, has 
announced his plans to appeal the feder- 
al decision. 


It should be noted that this is further 
injury against -Mr. Shaw. It costs .Air. 
Garrison nothing to file an appeal. The 
money comes from public funds. The 
private citizen, Mr. Shaw, on the other 
hand, has to forage up another couple of 
thousand dollars to again defend hLmself. 
The persecution goes on and can contin- 
ue as long as Garrison has the use of 
•public money. 

Perhaps your newspaper can explain 
<:he procedures, if any, whereby a dls- 
lict attorney might be removed from 
jffice. Somewhere along the line, this 
data must demonstrate- to politicians 
nat public office is a trust and not a ■ 
aything for theii’ private uf^'. •
